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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the reply received on January 20, 2006. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 8,9, 15-21 and 25-26 are pending in the application. Claims 22-24 
and 27-34 have been cancelled by Applicant and claims 5, 7 and 10-14 are presently 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 9, 15-21 , 25 and 26 have been examined as they read upon 
Applicant's elected species. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 
rejection of record with respect to the term "analogs" have been considered and found 
persuasive. 

Therefore, Examiner has broadened the search to encompass the broad claims 
1-21 and 25-26. 

Claims 1-21 and 25-26 have been examined on the merits and found allowable 
(in view of Examiner's Amendment below). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Reginald J. Suyat on February 1, 2006. 
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The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 2, at line 3, the word "furyl;" has been omitted and replaced by the 
phrase -furyl and-. 

In claim 3, at line 4, the word "or" has been omitted and replaced by the word 
-and-. 

In claim 7, at lines 1-2, the phrase "tyrosine or a derivative thereof has been 
omitted and replaced by the word -tyrosine.-. 

In claim 10, at lines 1-2, the phrase "proline or a derivative thereof has been 
omitted and replaced by the word -proline.-. 

In claim 13, at lines 20-22, the word "and" has been added after 5- 
guanidinopentanoic acid, and a period has been added at the end of the claim. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on August 10, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of US 6,794,401 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Correction of Inventorship 

In view of the papers filed October 23, 2004, it has been found that this 
nonprovisional application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, 
improperly set forth the inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been 
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corrected in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(a). The inventorship of this application has 
been changed by adding the inventors: 1) Shiv Kumar Agarwal and 2) Surendra Kumar 
Pandey. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of Office records to 
reflect the inventorship as corrected.
